own momentum and the force of the 
cars behind. 


The chair car spanned the creek, 
with the combination mail car rest- 
ing on its roof, and plunged its for- 
ward end into the opposite bank at 
the water's edge, stopping the dining 
and Pullman cars not a moment too 
soon. 

The only light available for the 
rescuers was given by the few lan- 
terns of the trainmen and persons 
living nearby, who had been roused 
by the crash and appeals for help. 
Holes were cut through the roof of 


of the latter car at the top, and 
through these apertures the passen- 
gers climbed or were lifted to the 
roof of the mail car. 

Ladders were obtained from Star- 
land's only store, and these were 
laid from the rear roof of the mail 
car to the handrail of the platform 
of the dining car, and over this per- 
ilous bridge the passengers crawled 
or were carried to safety. This work 
required severai hours and the lack 
of medical attention and material 
for dressing the wounds of the in- 
jured caused much suffering. 

Several members of the National 
Guard living at points south of 
Starland and on furlough from 
strike duty at Moberly were among 
the less seriously injured. 


Steel Cars Save Many. 


Col. F. G. Jonah, chief engineer 
of the railroad, who reached the 
scene at 2:45 p. m., said the wreck 
was one of the most extraordinary 
he had even seen and declared the 
heavy steel construction of the com- 
bination mail and smoking car and 
the chair car, which prevented their 
collapse, had averted a terrible 4dis- 
aster. He pointed out that had these 
cars collapsed, which would have 
happened had they been constructed 
of wood, the entire train would have 
gone through the trestle and into the 
swollen creek. 

When apprised of Prosecuting 
Attorney Fenwick’s statement he 
Had heard the trestle had been re- 
ported unsafe, Col. Jonah said no 
Such report had been made. 

“It was not unsafe, and the fact 
that it collapsed was due to the two 
center spans having been washed 
away by torrential rains that swelled 
the creek,” said Col. Jonah. “The 
trestle was built {n 1918 and ‘was 
virtually new,, as the life of these 
trestles is about 10 years. They are 
standard construction and are used 
by railroads everywhere.” 

Rotted Ties Noted. 


Fenwick had pointed out to Post- 
Dispatch reporters at the wreck 
scene many rotting ties on that part 
of the trestle that did not go down, 
and when asked about this Col. 
Jonah said: 

“A few rotted ties in a trestle 
mean nothing. Ties are laid s0 
close together that a trestle is not 
weakened by a few that may rot. 

“I made a thorough inspection of 
the wrecked trestle and no trace of 
the two central spans of piling was 
found, which indicated they na} 
been washed into the river and h1i4 
floated away. This could not have 
been averted, for who can account 
for a storm that washes out whole 
areas? All the corn in the vicinity 
of the wreck is down on the grou:d 
from the water that rushed down 
from the hills.”’ 

Col. Jonah said the track would 
be cleared and a new trestle erecte4 
by Monday. Meantime the railroad 
will divert its traffic over the Cotton 
Belt Railroad. Passenger service 
only was maintained over the road 
yesterday, the north and south boun4 
trains meeting at Starland and trans- 
ferring passengers there.

FOR CAPITOL FRIEZE 


Models by A. Sttrling Calder of 
New York Approved by 
Decorations Commission. 


Models for the marble frieze, 138 
feet long and 6 feet high, to be 
placed at the front and along the 
sides of the entrance to the State 


Capito! in Jefferson City have been 
approved by the Capitol Decorations 
Commission, which this week visited 
the studio in New York of A. Sterling 
Calder, the sculptor, to whom the 
commission has been awarded. He 
will receive $50,000 for the work. 

The frieze, in 156 separate panels, 
will, when pieced together, form a 
running story of the history of Mis- 
souri, beginning with a representa- 
tion of the aboriginal Indian bowed 
down in worship to the sun and end- 
ing with a symbolic portrayal of 
motherhood. 

Incidents and epochs depicted will 
include the coming of the white man, 
the buffalo hunt, the building of the 
cabin, primitive agriculture and lead 
mining, the founding of St. Louis by 
the Louisiana Purchase 
transfer, the admission of the State 
to the Union, Doniphan’s march to 
Old Mexico, the founding of the 
State University, river traffic, prob- 
ably including a portrait of Mark 
Twain and, among other events in 
the later period, the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, as exhibiting the 
progress of arts and sciences in the 
State. 

Calder, a Philadelphian by birth, 
was chief of the department of 
sculpture for the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition in San Francisco and was 
winner of the silver medal for 
sculpture at ‘the 1904 exposition in 
St. Louis. He recently has com- 
pleted a huge fountain to be placed 
in the Art Museum plaza in Phila- | 
delphia. 

The Decorations Commission, 
through Arthur Kocian, its secretary, 
also announced approval of the de- 
sign for the 18x22 stained glass win- 
dow, which will complete the deco- 
ration of the Senate chamber In the 
Capitol. 

The design is by Richard Miller, 
St. Louls artist, and will depict the 
discovery of the Mississippi River 
by De Soto. Execution of the win- 
dow will be by Paris & Wiley, a 
New York art glass firm, which will 
receive $15,000. Seven of 10 smali- 
er stained glass windows for the 
House have been completed by H. T. 
Schladermundt of New York and will 
be installed soon.
